SUBJECT: POMPIDOU INITIATIVE GROUP MEETS IN STOCKHOLM 

BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED: SUMMARY: THE FOURTH MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE 
OF THE EUROPEAN CO-OPERATION IN THE STRUGGLE AGAINST DRUG ABUSE 
AND ILLICIT TRAFFIC TOOK PLACE IN STOCKHOLM ON JULY 3. THE MAIN 
EMPHASIS OF THE MEETING WAS ON DEMAND CONTROL. OTHER QUESTIONS 
DISCUSSED INCLUDED SUPPLY (THE GOLDEN TRIANGLE, UNFDAC, 
EXTRADITION, POLITICAL PRESSURE ON PRODUCERS), CANNIBUS, 

ACCESSIONS TO CONVENTIONS, BETTER EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION ON 
DEMAND REDUCTION, AND INCREASING OVERALL EFFORTS AT COORDINATION. 
TWO OR THREE EXPERT MEETINGS WILL BE HELD PRIOR TO THE NEXT 
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MINISTERIAL IN STOCKHOLM IN SEPTEMBER OF 1979.

1 . THE POMPIDOU INITIATIVE GROUP MET IN STOCKHOLM 
ON JULY 3 AND ISSUED THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT: 

"FOURTH MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE OF THE EUROPEAN CO-OPERATION 
IN THE STRUGGLE AGAINST DRUG ABUSE AND ILLICIT TRAFFIC. 
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"STATEMENT BY THE MINISTERS: 

"THE CONFERENCE OF MINISTERS HAVING STUDIED THE LATEST 
SITUATION CONCERNING THE ABUSE OF AN ILLEGAL 
TRAFFIC IN DRUGS AND THE MEASURES WHICH HAVE BEEN 
TAKEN NATIONALLY AS WELL AS WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF 
THE EUROPEAN CO-OPERATION, NOTES THAT IN MOST COUN- 
TRIES OF THE REGION THE SITUATION HAS NOT IMPROVED 
BUT IS WORSENING. 

MINISTERS ARE CONVINCED THAT THE FIGHT AGAINST DRUG 
ABUSE IS A TASK FOR THE WHOLE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
AND THAT THESE QUESTIONS OUGHT TO BE GIVEN A HIGHER 
PRIORITY WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF THE REGULAR BUDGET 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS ACCORDING TO RESOLUTION NO 8 
TAKEN BY THE COMMISSION ON NARCOTIC DRUGS AT ITS 
FIFTH SPECIAL SESSION IN FEBRUARY 1978 AND APPROVED 
BY THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL BY TAKING NOTE 
OF THE COMMISSIONS REPORT AT ITS FIRST REGULAR 
SESSION OF THE YEAR 1978. 

FOLLOWING A STATEMENT BY THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS FUND FOR DRUG ABUSE CONTROL SETTING OUT 
CURRENT OBJECTIVES AND PROCEDURES OF THE FUND AND 
DESCRIBING SOME OF THE PROJECTS BEING FINANCED BY IT. 
MINISTERS EXPRESSED THEIR VIEWS ABOUT IT FINANCING 
AND OPERATIONS. METHODS OF IMPROVING THE EFFECTIVENESS 
OF THE ACTIVITIES OF ALL ORGANS OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
AND OF THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIES CONCERNED WITH 
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DRUG ABUSE CONTROL WERE CONSIDERED. 

MOST OF THE COUNTRIES EXPRESSED THEIR APPRECIATION 
THAT THE FUND SHOULD WORK IN CO-OPERATION WITH 
OTHER UN BODIES INTERNATIONAL ORGANS. E.G. UNDP, THE 
WORLD BANK ETC. AND THAT IT SHOULD BE SUPPORTED 
BY - DIRECT CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE FUND 

- INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT AID FUNDS 

- BILATERAL DEVELOPMENT AID 

UNDER THE PRECONDITIONS AND THAT DEVELOPING COUNTRIES GIVE 
PRIORITY TO PROJECTS IN THE FIELD OF DRUG ABUSE. 

THE CONFERENCE OF MINISTERS ASSIGNS TO A SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
OF EXPERTS TO ELABORATE AND, IN GOOD TIME BEFORE THE 
CONFERENCE IN 1979, TO MAKE PROPOSALS ON THE FOLLOWING 
TOPICS: 

- QUESTIONS CONCERNING EXTRADITION AND EXPULSION FOR 
NARCOTIC CRIMES, INCLUDING THE POSSIBILITIES OF PRO- 
SECUTION FOR CRIMES COMMITTED ABROAD. 

- QUESTIONS REGARDING ATTITUDES TO THE USE OF TRADITIONAL 
CANNABIS PRODUCTS. 

- TO MAKE AN INVENTORY OF MEASURES AGAINST ILLICIT 
DEMAND OF NARCOTICS TO BE EXAMINED ON A WESTERN EUROPEAN 
BASIS AND THEREAFTER, IF POSSIBLE, MAKE A THOROUGH STUDY OF 
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THESE MEASURES. 

- EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION AND EXPERIENCES CONCERNING 
LEGAL PRACTICE WHEN DECIDING THE PUNISHMENT FOR 
DRUG OFFENCES. END QUOTE. 

2. THE GOS WAS UNWILLING TO ALLOW ANY USG PARTICI- 
PATION IN THE CONFERENCE BECAUSE OF EARLIER ADAMANT 
FRENCH OPPOSITION TO A SWEDISH DUTCH PROPOSAL THAT 
BOTH THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA BE INVITED TO SEND 
OFFICIAL OBSERVERS TO THE STOCKHOLM MEETING. MINISTRY OF 
HEALTH LEGAL EXPERT LARS HULTSTRAND AND SECRETARY ANDERS TYNDAL 
MET WITH THE NARCOTICS CO-ORDINATOR AND HIS 

ASSISTANT ON JULY 6 AND GAVE A THOROUGH BRIEFING. 

THEY ALSO STATED THAT THEY WOULD BE WRITING DIRECTLY

TO ROBERT DUPONT AND JEAN PAUL SMITH OF NIDA WITH 
FURTHER TECHNICAL DETAILS ON THE MEETING AND THAT 
THEY WILL FURNISH THE EMBASSY WITH A COPY OF THEIR 
WRITTEN REPORT ON THE SESSION AS WELL AS A FINAL LIST 
OF PARTICIPANTS (THERE WERE MANY LAST MINUTE SUBSTITU- 
TIONS AND CANCELATIONS). THESE DOCUMENTS WILL BE POUCHED 
TO THE DEPARTMENT UPON RECEIPT. IN GENERAL TERMS THE GOS 
WAS QUITE SATISFIED WITH PARTICIPATION IN THE MEETING. 

ALL MEMBER COUNTRIES WERE REPRESENTED, MOST BY AT LEAST 
ONE AND SOME BY TWO MINISTERS. 

3. GOS THINKS THAT THE POMPIDOU GROUP IS LIKELY TO CON- 
CENTRATE ITS FUTURE EFFORTS ON THE DEMAND SIDE RATHER THAN 
THE SUPPLY SIDE. THERE WAS A GOOD DEAL OF DISCUSSION 
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OF SUPPLY QUESTIONS IN STOCKHOLM, BUT LITTLE AGREE- 
MENT ON HOW TO PROCEED AS REFLECTED IN THE DIVERSE 
APPROACHES ENDORSED IN THE STATEMENT QUOTED IN 
PARAGRAPH 1. (THE SWEDES, NORWEGIANS AND A NUMBER OF 
OTHERS FAVOR DIRECTOR CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE FUND. THE 
DUTCH FAVOR A UNDP APPROACH. THE FRENCH INSIST ON 
CONCENTRATING ON BILATERAL AID.) ALSO THERE WAS 
GENERAL AGREEMENT THAT ANY LONG TERM LASTING SOLU- 
TION TO THE OVERALL PROBLEM WILL DEPEND ON EFFECTIVE 
PROGRAMS TO LIMIT DEMAND. THUS, WHILE SUPPLY WILL CONTINUE 
TO BE A EUROPEAN PREOCCUPATION. AND THERE WILL BE NO 
LESSENING OF EFFORTS, MORE MOVEMENT AND CHANGE IS 
LIKELY TO OCCUR ON THE DEMAND SIDE OF THE PROBLEM. 
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THE TWO OR THREE EXPERT MEETINGS TO BE HELD PRIOR TO 
THE NEXT MINISTERIAL WILL CONCENTRATE ON THE DEMAND SIDE. 

4. THE SWEDES SEE THE POMPIDOU MEETINGS AS BASICALLY A 
POLITICAL FORUM, WHERE THE EUROPEANS CAN CONCENTRATE 
ON SHORT TERM, QUICK FIX TYPE SOLUTIONS TO IMMEDIATE 
REAL WORLD PROBLEMS AND CHALLENGES. THEY FEEL THAT THE 
COUNCIL OF EUROPE IS THE PROPER FORUM FOR LONGER TERM, 

MORE PHILOSOPHICAL QUESTIONS REGARDING DRUG CONTROL. 

THE MAIN ADVANTAGE OF A LESS FORMAL FORUM LIKE THE 
POMPIDOU GROUP IS ITS FLEXIBILITY AND ITS ABILITY TO 
MAKE A DECISION OR RECOMMENDATION "IN LESS THAN 5 YEARS". 
WHEN PRESSED FOR SPECIFICS THE SWEDES MENTIONED 
COMMON EUROPEAN POSITIONS IN WORLD LEVEL INTER- 
NATIONAL FORA. A GENERAL INTENSIFICATION OF INTRA- 
EUROPEAN COMMUNICATIONS ON DRUG QUESTIONS WAS 
ANOTHER BENEFIT CITED. 
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5. OTHER SPECIFIC MATTERS DISCUSSED AT THE STOCKHOLM 
MEETING INCLUDED 

(A) THE DESIRABILITY AND EFFICACY OF PUTTING POLL 
TICAL PRESSURE ON PRODUCING COUNTRIES (NO AGREE- 
MENT, CONCERN IN SOME QUARTERS ABOUT FURTHER WEAKENING 
ALREADY WEAK GOVERNMENTS ON THE PERIPHERY OF THE 
SOVIET UNION); 

(B) WHAT IS TO BE DONE ABOUT CANNABIS? (LOTS OF 
DIFFERENT THINGS BEING TRIED, NO ONE IS SURE, MORE 
INFORMATION EXCHANGE PLANNED); 

(C) ACCESSION TO INTERNATIONAL CONVENTIONS (NOTHING, 

THOSE WHO HAVE NOT ACCEEDED SAID THEY ARE ’'STUDYING" 

THE QUESTION); 

(D) UNFDAC DIRECTOR REXED SPOKE ON INTEGRATING UNFDAC MORE CLOSELY 
WITH UNDP (AGREEMENT THAT IT IS A GOOD THING); 
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(E) THE GOLDEN TRIANGLE (NO NEW INSIGHTS OF ANY 
INTEREST); 

(F) NEED FOR EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION REGARDING 
ACTUAL LEGAL PRACTICES IN PUNISHMENT. 

6. THE SWEDES HOPE THAT THE NEXT MINISTERIAL 
MEETING SCHEDULED FOR STOCKHOLM IN SEPTEMBER OF 
1979 WILL BE MORE FOCUSED AND LESS OF A SURVEY. 

ONE PROBLEM, WHICH WAS UNDERLINED IN THE MEETING, IS 
THE QUESTION OF DOMESTIC CO-ORDINATION OF NARCOTICS 
PROBLEMS WITHIN THE VARIOUS COUNTRIES REPRESENTED. 

THE DIVERSITY OF MINISTERS TO ANSWER THE CALL FOR 
A DRUG ABUSE MINISTERIAL MEETING WAS INDICATIVE OF 
THIS PROBLEM. THE SWEDES FEEL THE FRENCH ARE THE WORST 
OF THE LOT, SPEAKING WITH AT LEAST THREE OR FOUR 
DIFFERENT VOICES, MANY OF WHOM APPEAR NEVER TO COMMUNI- 
CATE IN PARIS. EVEN ON THE QUESTION ON THE CONTINUATION 
OF THE POMPIDOU GROUP MEETINGS THEMSELVES THE SWEDES 
GOT THREE COMPLETELY DIFFERENT ANSWERS FROM THE FRENCH 
AT THE COUNCIL OF EUROPE, THOSE IN GENEVA, AND THOSE AT THE 
HEALTH MINISTRY IN PARIS, WHEN THIS QUESTION WAS BEING DEBATED 
A YEAR OR SO AGO. 

THE GOS IS HAVING A NUMBER OF HOUSEKEEPING PROBLEMS 
IN SUPPORTING AN "ORGANIZATION ", WHICH LACKS A SECRETARIAT 
AND IS NOT HAPPY ABOUT HAVING TO HOST ANOTHER MEETING SO SOON 
BUT IT ACQUIESCED AFTER THE INSISTENCE OF ITS GUESTS THAT THE 
SWEDES MAKE PERFECT YOSTS. MINISTER GUSTAVSSON WILL RELINQUISH 
THE CHAIRMANSHIP HAPPILY, WHEN HIS TWO YEAR TERM IS UP. 

7. THE SWEDES CLOSED THEIR REPORT ON THE POMPIDOU MEETING 
BY RE-ITERATING THEIR BELIEF THAT BOTH THE U.S. AND 
CANADA OUGHT TO BE INCLUDED IN SOME 

FASHION IN THESE GATHERINGS AND THAT THEY WERE ACTIVELY 
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LOOKING FOR AN OPPORTUNE MOMENT TO RAISE THE QUESTION 
AGAIN WITH THE DIFFICULT FRENCH.
